Tho temporary organization was then

Senator Grady, of Koiv York, a Tammany 


ir.au, aroso immediately 
and offered an 


amendment. Tho amendment provided that 
wheu tho voto of any state was announced it 
could bo challenged, and tho roll called by in- 
dividuals; that tho voto as so announced by 
Individuals should bo recorded as tho voto of 
tho delegates. 


Tbis opened tlio first fight o£ tho conven- 


tion, and everybody was at onco on tho qui 
vive,, Everybody saw that this chango in 
tho rules which 
was proposed was a 


clrivo at tho unit rule. Tboro was com- 
motion in tho Now York and other delega- 
tions. John K. FeUowa sprang upon bis scat. 
He said ho cttfdlongtxl tho right of this con- 
vention to defeat ttio will o£ tlio Now York 
delegation to vote as a uuit, when it had bcon 
instructed so to act by tho stato conven- 
tion at Saratoga. It had bjjpn instructed to 
voto as one mac, and coula r.ot afford to dis- 
oJJBF and dishonor tho Empire state. 


State Senator Gfjidy, ot Now York, was 


recognized by tho^bfUr, and whon ho roso to 
epoak was gi-oq'tSfvritli .applause. When the 
cries of "GraflyJ" "Grn'ay," had subsided, he 
said that many of tho Now York delegates 
woro hero as roprosontatiscS'CJE congressional 
districts with tihelr-proforoQccs as to candi- 
dates.* and should1 not bo bojmd by tho unit 
rulo of apy sta^p convention. 
This great 


national council; ho thought, was competent 
to get ut tho truth and roako its o\vn rules. 
If tho co.nvqn.tion failed, to adopt this amend- 
ment there Wore • rosoluto men hero us dele- 
gates who \fdtUd not. fall to express thoii 
pretorenecs income way. 


A dolegation.troai Virginia made tho point 


of oi-dor tll'at tho convention was not; yot or- 
ganized and,cpuld not aid on any resolution 
sup.li as tho on'o tjti<ier discussion. Tho chair 
overruled tho poihfc of order. 


Senator Grady then resumed Ills speech 


against tho adoption of tho unit rule. No 
congressional d'olegato on this floor, ho said, 
could act under supharulo add g,o homo 
without receiving tho condemnation of his 
constituency. Lot evjrj: njan spcalt-Ills sen- 
timents and whosovcr spntjmjnts prevail lot 
bun vecolvo tho undivided support of alL 
[Appliui$o.] 


Ex-Senator Doollttlo roso whon Grady Lad 


finished and said tho question was dno to bo 
considered coolly and without tomper. The 
point was whether or not a stato could exer- 
cise its authority in tho convention. The 
fact was that tho president of tho United 
States was elootod by Btato electors acting as 
a unit. 
Why was it then- that states- 


could not uorntaato under tho unit rule! 
Ho thought that groat caution should be 
taken boforo it was decided in a Democratic 
convention that tho states could not dired 
tlioir votes. In o-'CopU.blican convention the 
position could woll tss taken that tho rights 
of states should noli J>c- recognized, for that 
was tho spirit oiRbo Republican party. 


O. W. Powers, ot MIsoJgan, moved that 


Senator Grady's resolutions bo relegated to 
tho committee on credentials and rules, liero- 
nftcr to be appointed. Tho motion was de- 
feated. 


'Cochran, of Now York, lUtornato foi 


Joseph McDonahuo, then Bpoko in favor of 
Senator Grndy's resolution. Ho citod tho'ac- 
tion of the Bepublican convention of 1SSO in 
defeating third-tcrmism by repudiating the 
unit rulo as worthy of imitation here to pre- 
vent any outrage. Ho said that tho truth 
was that the.ro had been a revulsion of feel- 
ing in New York, and if tho unit rule was on- 
forced tho vqto of tho delegation would bo to> 
a. candidate who was not really their choice. 


T. J. Clunio, of California, said ho had 


come all the way from tho Golden Gate to voto 
for the greatest reformer of the ago, Samuel 
J. Tildcn. Ho thought it would bo an out- 
rage/ for this convention to permit tho ma- 
jority of any delegation to prevent tlio mi- 
nority from the expression of their honest 
preferences and convictions. It was well 
laiown, ho said, that in tho great stato ot 
New York thero were two ' candidates, and 
tho delegation was divided in sentiment. Was 
it right to deprive any delegate of honestly 
pepresenting tho convictions of his constitu- 
cucy? 


After Jacobs, of Kings county, had spoken 


In favor of tlio unit rule, John Kelly took 
tho floor timid -vociferous applause and cries 
of "Take the platform 1" Ho said; "There

Senator Jacobs, of Now Yorl:, said that he 


bowed by tbo will of tho majority and was 
in favor of obeying tho instructions .of the 
Saratoga convention. The minority, ho said, 
had also agreed to obey tho unit rulo, and 
should stand by their promise. 


John Kelly said that tho question went tc 


the" root of Democratic principle. There 
were sixty-two counties in tho stato of Now 
York, only ten of which aro Democratic.
